All of the liuslm-ss linuses 
are closed. A train lo.id of tlie lead- 
ing families at .Maeulo canu? up to 
t'aracas tcuhiy b;' special iiermlssinn 
ijf l^re.^idcnt Castro, and coasting 
seliooncr.'i are taking away wiiole 
families which liave the means of pay- 
ing for their passage to Curacao. 

Porto Cabello, Venezuela, Saturday, 
May 16. — Via. "Wllllamsatad (.,'uracao, 
MoCy 18.-!-It is believed that the bubon- 
ic plag:ue which has been prevalent at 
La Guaira h.as broken out here althougli 
the e.Kacl nature of tlie disease which 
started here lias not yet been deter- 
mined. Tliere hav(> been three new easc.s 
of malarial fever, and one has result- 
ed fiitall.v. Some persons declare that 
this ease had ail the symptoms of yel- 
low fever.

CHOLERA'S RAVAGES 
IN BRiTiSH FORCE 

Twenty-Seven Men of Muns- 
ter Fusiliers Die in Chol- 
era Camp 



Simla, May LS.— Ait outbreak of 
cliolera lias compelled the withdrawal 
of nearly all the white troops wdth 
Major General WlUcock's first column 
into the cholera camp. The iiiten.so 
heat and the absence of running wa- 
ter, necessitating dependence on the 
muddy village water caused the out- 
breajt. 

London, May 18. — An ofTlclal tele- 
gram received by the India ofllco re- 
ports 27 deaths from cholera in tho 
regiment of ."\lunster fusiliers v/liich a 
week iigo, was sent into the cholera 
camp from Major General Willcocks' 
force now ojierating against the Mo- 
hniands. 

Simla, .Alay I.S.— ^raJor General WiU- 
encks' operations have now brought 
ibe iHinitlve expedition into the 
In nrt of the Mohmand country, where 
it i.s engaged in destroying native vil- 
lages and forts in accordance with the 
recent government procl:ima tion that 
the operations be strictly conlined to 
tbi; puiiisliment of tlie recalcitrant 
tribes, as no oceuiiatlon of territory 
was intended. Fifteen of the Indian 
states recently offered inililar\' .as- 
sistance to tlie (Wiieditioii If that 
sliould be necessary.

HON. F. OLIVER'S SPEECH 



Premier and Mr, Borden Con- 
fer ^on Proposed Amend- 
ments — 



(Ottawa, May l.S.— Before the debate) 
on the .\yleswortli bill was ruesined 
today Jilr. Oliver's blli to amend tlu^ 
Yukon act, providing for an elective 
council for that territory and an au- 
dit of the accouiit.s by the ini<iitor-ge - 
(■ral, was Introduced and read a. first 
time. 

.Mr. Armstrong was ifoniKal that 
since the mint was started $312,000 
worth o£ sliver coin had been manu- 
factured, of which $26,02S had been 
Issued to tho assistant receivers-gen- 
eral. The amount to be manufactured 
would be regulated by tho demand for 
silver coinage. 

Hr. Gailiher resumed the debate on 
the Aylesworth bill. Ho defended the 
bill, but thought tht^t some amendments 
might bo made to It. Tho argunicntg 
had convinced him that tlie govern- 
ment was justified In retaining tho 
measure In so far as it affected Mani- 
toba, In British Columbia a new and 
complete list should be made every 
two years at least, 

Mr. Armstrong welcomed dissolution 
if the government threat to that ef- 
fect was ctirried out. "Bring on youf 
elections,' said iMr. .'\rmHtr(mg, "wo 
welcome them. lieniember Ross." 

Hon. Frank Oliver admitted that tho 
rvlanitobii, legislation was all right, liut; 
said Its administration was unfair. .Mr. 
Oliver was proccedin.g to read lii;i 
speench when Mr. Staples drew atten- 
tion to the fact. The .spe.aker ruled 
that i\Ir. Oliver could not bo permit- 
ted to re.ad his speech, and Mr. Oliver 
retorted that the eompalint was an 
evidence of the fairness with wliicU 
tliey (the Opposition) had carried on 
tho debate, and tho fairness •\ylth which . 
they made up the Manitoba' lists. Ho^ 
went at length Into tho system pf pre^ 
paring tho lista'-and revising them iii 
Manitoba, and dre'sv from Dr. Kochcj.

Amended Measure. 
The byluw as amended and passed

1. An inspector of the licenses liere- 
iiiafler in tlilH byluw enumerated or 
i-efi'ri-.'d III sliali In- aiipoinled ))y reso- 
lulimi of till' council, and in llie iiiean- 
tinic, and until siu'h appolniinent Is 
made, tho ehiet of imln.-e shall ful- 
fill llic duties.

Id caiiy on ai... nf the ti'ades, c'lillings, 
occU|)alioiis, or businesses eiiuiiier.il- 
cd er referred to in this byluw shall 
iipidv in writing to the licenBC inspec- 
tor for such llccnso before issuance 
lliureof. 

;;. Hefore a license for any M'slau- 
rant or tavern (other than licensed to 
sell liquor by retail) or any danre hall, 
skatinK iliill, bowling, alley, billiard 
room, piiol room, or any place of inihllc 
ainiisenieni, or for any hawker, peddla,r 
of hueksler is issuod, the ilispuetor of 
licenses shall a.scertaln if lln) ap- 
plicant thi reCor is of good character, 
and tho same of all mombers In tho 
case of a firm or corporation, and Bhall 
make a report thereof to tho mayor. If 
such report does not show tho apiill- 
cant to be of good character the appll- 
eation shall be referred to and l.r deiiU 
by tho council, and tho applicant shall 
be hear4 in supiiort. 

Week Days Only. 
4 iJcenses fur dance iialls, skating 
rinks howling alley., billiard rooms, 
pool reoms, or places of public anuise- 
inent, iiereafter issued, sliall be is- 
sued guild t.ir week days only. 

r, I'ubli.' dance halls, skating rinks, 
hmvling alley.s, billiard rooms, po.d 
ruiinis, and other places of public iim- 
useinenl shall be closed at 12 o'clock 
midnight of each day, and remain clo.s- 
ed until 3 o'clock nf the ensuing unirii- 
ing aud on Sunday.s, so as Unit neith- 
er dancing, .skating, bowling, billiards 
nor games of pool may be carried on 
therein by any of the public. I'lovid- 
ed that this clau.so shall not iipp'v to 
entertulnmenti) organized fer eiiiirit- 
able or public pur!)oses or nrnatUzeil 
and given by private or fraternal, or- 
guni'/.atioiis. 

C. Schedule A of tlu- IJeveiiue by- 
Uiy. I'JOO, No. 321, US amended by Hy- 
laws Nos. :i'J3 and 008, is hereby fur- 
ther amended by Inserting the follow- 
ing paragraph:

■what la pictured in the appended cable 
dispatch: 

London, May 11. — Mls.-i Mnlonoy's 
■persecution by ringing a bell at Diin- 
(loo wherever Winston Churchill tiieiJ 
to S|)pak, and who brdUc up throe of 
Ills political meetings, lias lieea aveng- 
ed by the people who favored 
Churchill on other sulTragcttos, who 
hud arranged a meeting at (.'anllff. 
They are appariMitly in no v.'ay rospon- 
slblt! for I\liss Muloney, but It was 
enough that they were sulTragettes. 
The hall was packed. All the audience 
seemed to be liostilo, althoueh a large 
j)roporlion of those present were wo- 
\men. A'early everybody seemed to bo 
joquipped with some instrument cap- 
f&hle of producins a hideous din. Bells 
predominated, but whistles, trumpets 
and rattles abounded, and all aounded 
In full chorus to the accompaniment oC 
shouts of "Revenge for Duntieo." The 
suffragettes were not allowed to utter 
a single sentence that could be heard. 
Wi-ll known public men appealed in 
.vain for a fair lioarlng. 'I'lio Intend- 
ing speakers were driven from I lie 
lilatforni. Banners, mottoes and lit- 
erature were s.dzrd, and furniture ami 
windows sma.-hed. The disorderly 
ernwd nverllowod- into tlie streets, 
where they kept the police busy. 

Some few days ago we made a brief 
reference to the fact that in Toronto 
the Railway and Municipal Board had 
Instructed Hk; street railway company 
to Iniinodiately equip Us ear.s with 
'modern fenders. This aelion has at- 
'tracted attention fr(uu tho press of 
■other cities where obsolete fenders are 
in use on street cars. We Hnd tho 
■following In the St. .lohn Telegi-uph, 
under tho caption "Ponders and Mu- 
iiian Lives"; 

While a coroner and Jury .ire inves- 
tigating the death of a child killed by 
a street car in Corloton last -weok, the 
(luestlon eC the fender on tile car In 
(lueslhui, aijd of tho fender.^ used In 
general by the St. ,)olin Hallway com- 
pany, should receive consideration. 
The jurymen should examine the cai" 
And the fender in the case under ex- 
.nmination, and elicit information as to 
the type of fenders In use and the 
intetruotlona fflvon to employees re- 
garding them. It may be that a lower 
fonder or one that could bo lowered 
Instantly In case of emergency would 
Jiave prevented a fatal accident. The 
city should see to It that the fenders 
used by the company are satisfsci ory. 
Here is a case in point. In Toronto 
last week the Railway and Municipal 
5!oard Issued this order relative to tho 
fenders to be used on street cars In 
that city: 

"The board's order is thnt the com- 
pany forthwith rommcneo to manufac- 
ture, and with the utmost despatch 
equip their system with a fender a|)- 
iproved by the board, the whole system 
to bo so eciuipiied within six months 
■from the date of this judgment." 

The city of Toronto applied to the 
hoard for an order to com|)e! tho com- 
pany to put on tho very best class of 
fenders. The company. In Us argu- 
,mentd, stated that It would take nine 
'■liiontha to get any fender ready for the 
'cars. The board reduces this to .sI.k 
jmonths. Under the city'.q agreement 
,wlth the company these fender.=i must 
be made In Toronto. Tho .Tonkins 
people said they could supply all the 
fenders required In four weeks, but 
the board could not vary the contract 
which explains why six months Is 
given for equipping tho system with 
the latest fenders. The board decid- 
ed that three makes of fenders all 
comidled with the requirements as to 
safety. 

Thus It appears that there are good 
fenders which may bo had within a 
reasonable time, and that street car 
companies can bo compelled to adopt 
tho right kind. 

One of the ■surprising things nbmu 
the presnat political situation In 
<.!reat ririt;un, if pres.s disiialclie.-; are 
to bo believed, is that fact "that the 
loudest critics of a government which 
Is charged with having attempted to 
Install .Soei.-iHsin In tho country are 
the Socialists themselves. They de- 
Bounce the ministry for the Inade- 
quacy of Us measures; but, on the 
other hand, says a London correspon- 
dent, Premier Asqulth has alarmed 
evc-rybody posses.ilng oven primitive 
knowledge of ecnnomiOH. 'VVe quote 
from this coirosjiondent's special cable 
<lis|jatch dated ."\Iay 10: 

Most of all Promior Asqulth has nf- 
f< nded those v.liose tetli.sh Is Iri'i. 
tradr, v.-ho realize that the i)rlnci|ile 
involved In llie new bill will make 
tai-il'f taxation Inevitable. Tbi> ni.un- 
liers of the govcrnnn'iU eongr.itulate 
themselves on nni- gi-eal piece of good 
luck. They hail an unpric. ■dented 
surplus to play It. It onubleil them to 
reduce the tariff on sugar and |iro\'ide 
throe months' payment of the old-ago 
jjonslons without Increasing tho taxa- 
tion. They hope this will deceive tho 
average citizen Into believing that 
their policy Is economically 'jound. 
One almost 8u.spect8 that It Is their 
intention to retire from offloe before 
the real problem presents Itself for 
solution In next year's budget The 
recent elections have demonstrated 
that this government lias lost the con- 
fidence of the roiuitry to an extent 
ne\-er equalled. Mn.si of the erillclsins 
of till' old-age pension sclienie are suf- 
ficiently ol)\'lnus ,and 'lo not need re- 
cording. Till- title of 'Phe Spi'i-tutor^H 
leader sums iq) one ehiss: ■'A jdan 
to discourage the working i-Iasses from 
making adequate jirovlslon for old 
age." it is pointed out that a working- 
man whose earnings yield ton sh!lluij;s 
a w<.'ek Is entitled lo ;i pcuislon while 
lie whose Income from his labor is 
el(-ven shillings gets nothing. There 
Is another curious feature In the bill 
which raises a sei lous mfiral quc-ntlon. 
ISlarrled couples rocedve only ■/';; shil- 
lings Instead of ton shillings for two 
old persons — i'wt- shilling;! o;ieh. The 
niarrlage tie i.; none too strong in this 
cotmtry among tho clasacH affected by 
this bill. It Is pointed out that this 
diserlmlnntlon agahisl marriage will 
)iut a premium on Illegitimate unions.

It Is generally known, say.s the Man- 
i-hester Guardian, that the new f'lian- 
eellor of tho Exchequer, although ti 
Welshman to his heart's core, can 
claim on occasion to be a "Lancasliiro 
lad" In \'lrtue of tho fad that ho was 
burn In Manchester, it is questionable, 
however. If e\-en the residents In 
Chorlton-on-Medlock are aware of tho 
fact that It was hi their parish that 
Mr. Lloyd-Oeorgc was born. Tho 
house, we believe, .still stands In Rob- 
ert Street where the parents of J!r. 
Lloyd-George lived for a short time 
forty-live years ago. Shortly after the 
birth of their son iDavid they removed 
to Liverpool, 'Mr. George being ap- 
pointed head master of the Unitarian 
school lu Hope Street, Liverpool. Rut 
a hare two \ ears elapsed, however, be- 
fore the father died, and the mother 
and her two little boys removed to 
Llanystumdwy, near Crlccleth. There 
the future minister grew up under the 
care and guardianship of the good 
shoemaker uncle, to whom he has al- 
ways attributed his success, and who, 
resting from his labdr, still- watches 
from Crlccleth the brilliant career of 
tho lad he brought up.

He slept on a wooden 
box, and a sheet of corrngaled iron 
agaist the wall ]U-ovided slight shelter 
for Ills kitchen, for Keialick lUed en- 
tirely alone, and cooked h\.< food over 
a bog lire. He was found in his 
chimney house In a state of collapse, 
and shortly . afterwards died. He was 
seventy-one years of age, and owned 
a horse and market trap up to the 
time of his death.

Conditions Changing 

"Til., island coast line is In faet nut 
yel eiiin|)loli-d, while llie iliffr.reiu:o in 
point of lioth sii'.e and siieod. as -.\oll 
as in draught of our largo stoainsliips. 
al)solutely requires ver.v mucli more 
carefully prepared charts than were 
needed- for the sailing ships of some 
one hundred years and more ago, but 
on making exact comparisons we have 
found Ca|)t. Cook's charts still n-iar- 
vellously accurate. 

"The Dominion govorniiient has .-ilso 
i-ecoiuly l.'iUeii u|j work of a siiniewhat 
similar n;itiire upon this coast, and 
a small .stoaiiic-r. which will be i-m- 
l>loyed for this puiiiosi>, was out on 
trial in the bay here only yesterdav.

It Is too soon yet to judge of llie ef- 
fect of the O.NpcrllllelU ol C'ecll 
Rhodes In sending men Ironi all r>arts 
of the Hmpiie and from tlie I'lilted 
States lo OxfiM-d, wlime lliey will 
come inlo eoiuaet witii each other 
and ^' lih many of th(^ hesl and wis- 
est luiiuls in the old land. His idea 
has, itowever, taken root. II has 
he'cii recognized that travel Is a great 
eilucator. The educational authori- 
ties of iingland and (Germany have ar- 
ranged for an Interchange of jiro- 
fessors. Two years ago a deputation 
of Kngllsh teachers vlsltecT the ful- 
led States and Canada to e.Nanilne 
Into tlio ctlucatlonal s.ystcins 011 this 
continent. Thi-re is now a movement 
on font among i mperi.i I ist s to pro- 
vide a fund fur the iiitereliange <<( 
common schnol teachers among 
\-arious parts of Itie empll'''. H' it is 
i-arried oul teachers from Canad.-i 
may exchange with tliose from Somli 
.Africa, .'Viistralia, or presumably from 
any pari uf Cn-at liritalii. 

However, such an e.xjierinient 
would affect the ehildn-n at lirst, 
lliei-o Is lltll" doubt IniL the teachers 
would be gieatli' benelited. 

To li\'e among pe<iple for ever so 
short a time, does more lo dissipate 
rirejudlces and to create synipatliy 
than the reading of many books, if 
the right teachers could bo chosen 
they Avould bring into the schools they 
teach, fresh infnrmiitinn and new 
ideiis. If these teiichers return the.\- 
will bring b;i(di iin Intimate knowl- 
edge of the resources and pnssiblli- 
tJes tis well as of the im.i|iI(.' of the 
countries tle\- ha\e \islted. it is 
(|uite possible that rnan>- will return 
with a full con\-iclion that their own 
lioine is the best .siiol in the enijiire. 
Hut they will be dull-indeed. If tliey 
have not learned tliat there Is some- 
thing worthy of admiration and 
of Imitation in the peoples whom they 
have visited. 

If the tilaii can be carried out It 
will b e on e of the influences ''that will 
cement the bonds of eniylro. AM 
friendly intercourse between distant 
colonies tends in Ibis direction and 
none more llian that wlich affects the 
joulh of llio land.

In many 
Ciis.'s, ciiildren coming from the i:ni- 
ted -Slates read xery well. Yet nian\' 
ediicat ioualists In that country are 
far from salislled, a.s the articles 
which appeared i.cently In Harper's 
iii;ig;i/,ine showed.

Capt. Harcussen of the steamer Blr 
states that the troubles among tho 
nitrate workers at Iqulauo, where over 
300 men were shot down during the 
st;'ik(;s at the Chilian port last De- 
cember, have been ended and the 
workers are busy again. Since tho 
days when Col. North bocanio the 
"nitrate king" the nitrate producers 
have been combined. Nowadays the 
Industry is run on tho "ring" prin- 
ciple; that Is to say, producers found 
that to keep prices at a level whioli 
would enable them to pay expenses 
and provide a reasonable return for 
the capital invested, it was Imperative 
that some means of accommodating 
the supply to tho demand should be 
adopted. Ever since the nitrate pro- 
ducers (-nteri'd liibj this agrecmeiiL 
the trade lia.s been carried on wllU a 
inlniiiiiini ol' illfflculty all round. Once 
a year a (b-cisioii is arrived at as to 
how ii.iicii nitrati- shall be produced, 
and this decision Is based upon the 
estlmau-d consuniption. Consumers 
have at times been In the habit of 
complaining that the operations of tho 
producers hnve tended to holst the 
price of the comiiiodUy and maintain 
It at an artificial level. It is seldom 
that buyer and seller are In such per- 
fect agreemrnt that each Is entirely 
satisfied with (he terms upon which 
lie transacts hu.-lness, and this Is the 
case In the nitrate trade. Hul tin- 
nilrati; cninnuitei' has always staleil 
that they have never attempted to re- 
sirli.t ihe snp])h- of the [iroduct, and 
that the price Nvhk'li It fetches in the 
niarki-t is, all things taken into con- 
slderulloii, a fair one. One fact su;i- 
portB .tho former assertion — namely, 
that last year, ibough the Xitral(. as- 
sociation in Iciui'luo fixed tho output 
at 45,000,000 (|iiliUals, tho officials — all 
of which would naturally try to pro- 
duce the utmost they were allowed to 
— failed to account between them for 
more than •10,000,000 quintals. So that 
In thi.s case tho nitrate fields were 
worked to their fullest capacity, and 
yet (lid not come up to the total fixed 
b.v till' "ennibliie." 

■\N'lialever the producer.s may be do- 
ing, tin; trade is not al the present 
tinii! iirovlding much for shipowners 
t'l congralulato tlioni.^clves uiioii. In 
the old -days, when sailing ships pnic- 
lii-ally monopolised tho trade, It was 
not unusual to find freights at ,C :! a 
ton. lilt by bit the lne\-itable decline 
set in. The figure dropped to 'lOs,. 
and today It stands at the starvation 
rate of 12s. 6d., and with every pros- 
pect of remaining at this level for a 
long time to come. Tho chaotic state 
of Chilian finance ha.s, of course, muoli 
to do with tho state of affairs; but 
another depressing circumstance ia 
that tho German lines are finding it 
romunerativo to take nitrate for dead- 
weight instead of going along the 
const for cargo. 

The Kir Is a new steamer and left 
Bergen on her mulden voyage 13 
months .ago, going first to Australia 
and then to the west coast ot South 
America, from where she camo to San 
Francisco and Pugot Sound and thence 
made a voyage to tho west coast from 
which she has just returned.
